Within a few month.s the members of the General Assembly 
of Kentucky will meet in Frankfort to attend to the business of 
governing the State of Kentucky for the next two years. The 
general assembly will at this time make appropriations for the 
maintenance and expansion of all the state supported institu- 
tions, for two years. In November the men who will make up 
this general assembly will be elected. Each district will send 
its representativea and senators to Frankfort. These men know ' 
little of the Uaivaiaity ef Kcntodcy. They^uw not acqnahrtfi 
with the aerviesh that the a^^vcraity renders to Kentucky. 

In the taa yaan jaat paaaai aftiiaari at the University of 
Kentacky has grown nntil now it ia ay proximately 2,B00. It 
haa. more than doubled during thia. tine. When tlie university 
epeaed in the fall of 1919 there were 1,200 students enrolled. 
TW affieials were pressed that year to make classroom space 
to take care of the youth of our state who sought hi^ier educa- 
tion. This year widi aa enrollment of nearly 2,500 the aame 
amount of classroom spaee is available. There has been no 
addition of classroom space during this time, with the exception 
of an addition to the Chemistry building. Young women stu- 
dents have been turned away time and time again because thaia 
was not sufficient dormitory space to take care of them.

Judge Kemey Lee Hifner, who was 
graduated from the University with 
the degree of B. S. with the class of 
1887, died at his home in Lake Worth, 

Fla., May 19, 1927, aecording to an 
accooat of hia death whiBh hM Jaat 
reaekad the ahnaai oBlea. Ha waa ia 

apparent good health and his death 
came as a result of heart trouble. He 

was buried h> Lake Wartk aad the fu-

Order. 

Jodge Hifner was bom in Jessa- 
mine cooaty in 1664 and was 63 years 
old wkaa.ke died.
